THE REVOLT IN INDIA. 
THE SEEGER OF DELHI. 

TReintonee ments have reached the camp before Delli—one winz of the 
Stu (King’s), ove of the 6lst, a company of Foot Artillery, Major Olphert’s 
troop ot Horse Artillery, and two guus of a native troop, the 17th Irre- 
gular Cavalry (escorting a large ammupition train), the 2ud Punjab Ce- 
valry, the Lat Punjab In'antry, aud the 4th Sikh Tofantry ; but the native 
portion of the troops thus added to the besieging force are re- 
ported to be vot entirely and unttormly trustworthy, brigaded though they 
are with Euvopeans, In the 2od Punjab Cavalry it has been found neces 
sary to disarm some seventy [Lindostan men, and to hang three, one a 
superior native officer, Of the Mh Irregulars, whieh have been some 
time with the foree, several troopers lave deserted, aud the dh Lrre- 
gulars have, we hear, murdered their adjutant while on detachment duty. 
These facts may be taken as additional reasons for avoiding an assiult on 
the city until the Baropean forces «re largely reivforced. Meanwhile, we 
must be content to know that our little force holds in cheek the great body 
of the wutineers af the Bengal army; that it will shortly receive further 
reinforcements of Eugtish and Sikh troops from the Punjab; that the 
enemy, though largely augmented in numbers, have never yet shown them- 
selves outside the walls without being repulsed with heavy loss; that there 
are internal dissensions among them, and that they must be suffering se- 
verely, not only from our shot and shell, but from fever and cholera, while 
our camp is comparatively healthy. 

Our last inteligence brought down the journal of the siege to the 27th 
of June, when the mutineers made their first appesrance outside the city, 
alter the severe handling they met with on the 25rd. The tighting on 
this day, though lasting some hours, was confined to the outposts, and 
ceased towards the afternoon, when a heavy fall of rain, the first of th» 
season, occurred. ‘The two following days were quiet, but ow the 80 h 
the enemy showed themselves in force amons the enclosures on the 
rght, and gave our pickels and supports a long morume’s work. Ou the 
uext day, the Lst of July, there was observed from the English lines on the 
ridge a large encampment ou the further side of the Jumna, and opposite 
to Delhi. It was the whole boly of the Rohileund mutiveers trom the 
three stations o! Bareilly, Moradabad, aad Shahjehanpore, four regiments 
of infantry, one of irregular cavairy, and a battery of artillery. For a 
time it had been hoped that they would find the Ganges impassable, but 
the anticipated rise of the river did uot take place—it was crossed at Gur- 
mukteser, the usual place of passage, the Doub was traversed, and Delhi 
was attained, Fortwo whole days our troops had the mortification of 
watehing the long train of men, gums, horses, aud beasts of burden of all 
kinds (for there was a large treasure with the rebels—say five lacs, 
£50,000, at an average estimate) streaming across the bridge of boats into 
the city, without the possibility of preventing or in any way annoying 
them. Au immedia’e attack ou the part of the reinforcements was anti- 
cipated, from the known practice of the insurgents in regard to new 
arrivals. Aceordingly, on the afternoon of the 3rd, they came out in 
toree, and threatened the right rear of the English position. Bat, finding 
our men well prepared, they drew off snd marched away severai miles to 
our rear along the Kurnanl road as faras Alipore, the place where our 
army bivouacked the nizht before the advance upon Delhi and the first 
brash with the enemy. They thought, it is supnosed, to meet and capture 
atriin of supplies and treasure that was under convoy to the cay p. But 
in this exvectation they were disappointed, and oa the folowing morning 
(the Lth) were returuing to the city, when they were attacked by a body 
of 1,000 intantry, twelve guns, and two squadrons of cavalry that iad been 
sent out fo intercept them.

The weils had bern 
neglected in consequence of the certainty of this supply, and shoud 
the same neglect prove to have been permitted recently, the people mis

THE MASSACRE AT C\WNPORE—HAVELOCK’S REVENGE, 

And now we are brought to the narration of one of the saddest epis 
of this rebellion. 

The first accounts of the mutiny at Meerut of the reception of 4 
rebels at Delhi reached Cawnpore about the 16th of May. ‘The garrison af 
that station then consisted of three nutive infantry regiments, the Ist, on!) 
and 56th, one native cavalry corps (the 2nd), and about 50 European a 
lerymen, ‘The station is built on a dead level, aud possesses no fort or place 
of refuge. When, therefore, the news of the Meerut revolt reached Cay: 
pore, and it became evident that that example would shortly be followed ty 
the native garrison there, Sir Hugh Wheeler at once turned his attentyou 
towards the provision of a fortified position, Le pitehed upon the hospital 
barrack, in the centre of the grend parade. He intrenched it, armed it 
with all the guns of the battery, placed in it the women and children, Xc., 
and remained prepared to set us circumstances might dietate. From the 
15th of May to the Sth of June the feelings of the sepoys were maniles'ed 
in an unmistakeable manner. The men of the 2nd Light Cavalry sent 
t eir families to their homes. Punchayets, or native meetings in the lines, 
were of nightly occurrence, and some of the men of the Ist Native Infintry 
showed by their insolent gestures that the example of Meerut and Di lia 
had not been lost upon them, Lad the measure been possible, Sir Muli 
Wheeler would have disarined them at once, but with 50 Europeans to 
back him he was weil aware that such a proceeding would only precipitate 
arevolt, He therefore carefully bided his time. In order, however, to be 
quite ready for any emergency, he begged Sir Henry Lawrence, who had 
about 600 Europeans to control the whole province of Oude, to send him 
one company of her Majesty’s 32nd to remain at Cawnpore until reinforce- 
ments, then on their way, should reach him, Sir Henry sent him 70 men— 
all that he was able to spare. 

Matters went on in the same unsatisfactory way—constant alarms, and vet 
no actual ecrisis—until the end of May, when about eighty Europeans, be- 
longing partly to the Sth Foot, partly to the Madras Fusileers, reached 
Cawnpore, The seventy men of the 32nd were then returned to Lucknow. 

On the Sst, letters were written to Caleutta to state that an outbreak 
was imminent, that Sir [ugh Wheeler had no means at his disposal to put 
it down, that there were trom FOO to SU0 women and non-combatants at 
the station, and to defend these not more than 150 tignting men, ‘The ut- 
most he could do would be to detend them all in the eutrenched hospital, 
which he had victualled for three weeks, until reinforeements could arrive 
fom Caleutta, “Phe bt, 2ud, Sed, and 4th ot June passed away ; not ove 
day without alarm; and vet there was no outbreak, On the morning of 
the Sth, an officer—the only one who, from the first, had pooh-poohed the 
idea of an insarrection—wrote to a friend in Caleutta, ridiculing the pre- 
cautions that had been mate. Ln the afternoon of the same day, he wrote 
to the same friend, enclosing his wil, and stating that the erisis had ar- 
rived, He, poor iellow, was one of its first victims. The particulars of 
the insurrection have not yet been told. We only know that many oilicers 
were killed on their way to the entrenched camp ; that one of the first ae's 
of the mutineers was to seize the trexsure, about £160,000; to open the 
jails, and let loose the prisoners. They then gutted and set fire to the 
houses, murdered every Christian they came across, and finally proceed 
to attack the entrenched barracks. 

ILere, however, General Wheeler had an advantage, The rebels had no 
guns. tle had several, though of smail eadibre, and with their assistavce 
he would have been able to keep any amount of insurgents armed ouly 
with old Brown Bess at bay till the end of time. 

It isat this point of the narrative that Dhoondoopuat Nenajee, quae 
Rajah of Bhitoor, appears upon the scene. ‘This person was the adoptel 
son of the late Peishwa, On the demise of that fanetionary he applicd to 
the Government of India, and subsequent!y to the Court of Directors, for 
the continuation to him of the enormous pension assigned to the deceased 
after his overthrow. By both parties he was refused, but Lord Dalhousie 
allowed him to keep six guns at his ecastellated palace at Bhitoor, ‘These 
guns turned the scale against our unhappy countrymen at Cawnpore. 

This man, generally styled the Nena Sahib, was well known to the re- 
sidents ot Cawnpore, and in prosperous times was always glad, or appeared 
glad, to reccive them at his castle, and to accompany them on. their shoot 
ing excursions, Leisa middle-aged man, dark-complexioned, accomplished 
ard but for a dishonest expression would be considered good-looking. 
The moment, however, that he heard of the mutiny at Meerut, and had felt 
the pulse of the troops at Cawnpore, bis mind was made up. We had re- 
fused him his “rights,” he determined to gain them himself or perish in 
the attempt.  ILis first hostile act was committed on the persons of fugitive 
ladies und children from Furtesgiur and elsewhere, about a liundred 
in vamber, Bhitoor is only six mes above C: wapore, and as they were 
passins the former lacs ea conte to the later he stepped their hoats, 
brought them on shore, and essly shot everyone. Ile then 
tied their bodies togetler cmd threw them into the river, Tins 
cecurved early in Jane.

At le 
they had but two days’ supply of food le hh 
rammunition was at its lowest ebb. From vin dh GOW in 
eqmber, ina barrack originally designed to contain about 200, aed from 
re podies Wing unburied all around them, disease in a bud form tad come 
mong them, and was decimating their ranks, But the heart ot the 
vqiant Wheeler rose with the crisis, On the 26th he was determined 
:, make one last effort—one grand assault on the enemy's position, 
ind to take from them the necessary supplies, He come out with bis 
ia (starved band, charged the enemy, and drove them from their postion : 
it he had no cavalry, ‘The enemy had been joined by a second i yviment 
(com Oude, and the two coming upon his tlanks just as he drove the in- 
{avtry before him—coming, too, with a proportion of twelve to one, com- 
pelied him to nght his way buck. He himself was mortally wour ded, and 
wt many men in this action. Its result and the death of Wheeler the 
neat day damped the hopes of the garrison. They liad neither (ood, water, 
nor anmunition; to remain there was to die. In this emerye ney they 
went Mr. Stacey, the deputy-collector, on the 27th of June, to treat with 
Nena Sahib. He was received by that victorious leader with great eivslity 
[ne tullowing most favourable conditions were agreed upon :—Tie varri- 
on (including women, children and ecamy folowers) were to be permitted 
to take their arms, property, and a lac and a half of rupees with them into 
pountry boats provided for their reception, in’ which they were to 
preeced to Mlahabad, Never was devised a blacker scheme ot treachery 
than that deliberately planned by the Neva and shared in by all 
the rebels at Cawnpore, those rebels being se poys who for years had 
noursalt. Our poor, miserable, hall-starved countrymen were con- 
ueted tath‘ully enough to the boats—oflicers, men, women, and cl ildren 
vnd pushed off into the stream in full confidence iu the wood faith of 
these devils; but they had scarcely done so when, on a signa! en hy 
Nena himself, guns were opened upon them from the bank, and out of the 
torty boats they embarked in some were supk, others set on tive, and the 
ns! pushed over to the Oude side, where cavalry in waiting tor them, in 
‘heir eagerness to slay the Caffres (infidels), rode their horses belly deep 
jute the river to meet the boats and cutand hack our unhappy countrymen 
and women, who vainly tried to escape. One boat, however, actusily did 
geto run the terrible gauntlet successfully, aud got ten imdes down 
rivet, but they were pursued, overtaken, captured, and browy|.t 
hick in triumph to the barracks, when the men were all shor, 

We can scarcely hope that the story is untrue which devotes the 
women to a yet direr fate than sudden and violent death — whieh 
avers that the miscreant, keeping thirty for himself, disposed of the 
rest to his men by open sale in the Cawnpore Bazaar, All that is known 
i the subsequent fate of the unhappy thirty is that when Nena Salib 
found Limsell on the point of being attacked by General Hlaveloes, be 
Killed them, After thus disposing of tis untortunate prisoners, Nena Salab 
warched douwa to Futehpore, nearly balf-way to A‘lahabad, and there 
iwated the approach of the Baglist foree from the south, 

As so nas Colonel Neill had, by the assistance of the hangman, restored 
order in Allahabad, he sent off a foree of 100) Europeans ond GOO Sikins, 
under Major Renaud, in the dvection of Cawnpore. and on che Loch of duly 
General LLavelock, with 1,200 Kuropeans, lolowed, 

Ou the worning of the L3rh of July, General [aveloek joined (alter a 
ong and harasstiag march) Mejor Ren-ud’s acvanced column, and the 
wniled force, amounting to about 1,500 Europeans, with eight guns, aud a 
company of Royal Artiilery, under Coptain Maude, was preparing to en- 
camp about four miles trom Futtehpore, when Nena Salib moved out and 
stacked it. Tired as his troops were (ILavelock’s men had marched twenty- 
tour miles, Renaud’s nineteen), the Geveral could not refuee the coubat, 
aud had the satisfaction of driving the cnemy before him ioto, throu h, and 
out of the streets and enclosures of the town, and capturing eleven guns, 
without the loss oi a tingle Kuropean, a result which he aseribes to the 
splendid practice of the artillery and the fire from the Enfield rifles of the 
jufuntey, Lle moved on towards Cawnpore as soon as his men were ri sted, 
iwice again met and routed the thousands ot the enemy, captured filteen

‘To complete the account o! the catastrophe of the unfortunate remnants of 
the Cawnpore garrison, we may lyre state that the commissioner of the 
district reported to the Government that their bodies were found im a well 
in the Assembly Rooms compound, bearing upon them marks of the most 
indecent aud inhuman treatment il is possible to conceive, — + 

LUCKNOW AND SIR HENRY LAWRENCE, 

General [aveluck’s next object would mest likely be to relieve Lucknow, 
for that capital was stiil holding out. But the master spirit whicli planned 
and maintained the defeuces of the place was no longer there to cheer the 
wavering, to awe the disailected, and to impart additional vigour tu the 
Vigorous. Sir Ifeury Lawrence received a wound in a skirmish on the 
2nd of July, of which he died on the th, More regarding his end is not 
set known. [t was at first reported that the fatal shot was tired by ove of 
the ustive troops who still reaained by him, ‘This is now coatradieted, 
though it is admitted that, on some day previous to the 2nd, the native 
hattery of artillery turned their guos upon him, The regret for him is 
deep and universal throughout Ludia 

THE BATTLE OF AGRA, 

On the 4th of July it was known at Agra that a large body of the rebels 
Who had mutinied at Nusserabad and Neemuch were approaching the eity, 
and Were moreover close at hand. ‘The same alternoon (says an otticer who 
Was present) every woman and child in the cantoumenis and civil lines, 
who had not previously done so, removed to the fort, and shortly afler day- 
light the next morning probab.y no man was outside, excepting the regular 
European troops and the first division of militia, 

“The troops tha! went to meet the enemy bext morning, marched out of 
the station about 11 A.M., and proceeding along the road in the direction 
of the village of Suahyunge, and which is about tix miles from Agra, eo- 
tered the large sandy plain that hes to the right of the road, where the 
line of battie was formed, aud in that order advanced slowly w meet the 
iewy, who were then distinctly viable, hovering in large bodies immedi- 
ately to the mght of the village. They were about 10,000 stroug—say, 
4,000 iniaatry and 1,500 cavalry, ‘Che British line consisted of a horse 
lield battery on the extreme right and lett, the infantry being in the middie, 
and the mounted militia somewhat in the reir, When about 600 yards 
‘rom the Village the iusurgents opened fire on our right battery by a furious 
discharge of round shot, grape, and shells, which was immediately re- 
sponded to with such excellent effect, that after two rounds from each gun 
they Were seen retreating in great nusbers. 

“Loud cheering and repeated cries of ‘ Follow them up—follow them uo!’ 
Were heard trom all partsof the right battery,and there can be little doubt, 
had a dash been made, the enciwy would have veen driven from their posi- 
tion into the open field with the loss of their guns, and the action been 
Tought to an end, with jess sacrifice of life than eventually was the case. 
Our guns, however, were limbered up, and the line again auvanced, but the 
enemy now stood to their guns, aad having got their range, directed their 
fire with adinirable precision, as the bavoe made of our horses and men pain- 
luily attested, Our attack was evidently being confined to a series of delibe- 
rate advances, for of such it consisted, wutil we were within 200 yurds of 
tue village, which we then commenced to Lombard, The most uapractised 
eye could see cur shots were being tirowe aw ay on high wud wails, whi h 
siexe gus alone could have touched, whereas, had our right battery moved 
ouly filly yards further to the right, every shot from it mast have told on

But a few rounds of ammu- 
nition remaived in our wWazons when the sad event oecurred ; nevertheless 
the wounded man sat on a tumbril, and continued to give the word of 
command until they were expended. Want ot cavalry prevented our fol- 
lowing up what we had so dearly gained, and nothing remained for us but 
to retrace our steps to the cantonment, and this we proceeded to do in the 
most orderly possthle manner, Immediately the rebels perceived the move- 
ment they advanced with their guns, and nearly the whole way Into 
Agra fred round shet on Us, alter a fashion peculiarly humiliating to ex- 
perience, whilst small bodies of their horse threatened us on either side 
with such activity as to prevent our gettiog a shot at them,

‘Toe 
euemy disappeared the day after the action, and procerded to Buurtpore, 
bat nothing with certainty was known of their afer movements.

carbine, and then reloading, tired again and killed him as be lay wounded 


on the ground. Most of the other officers, though repeatedly fired at, 
gained the fort in swfety. Dr. Grahsu was driving bis daughter thither, in 
his sur, when a troover rode up to him aad shot tim dead. His daughter 
seized the reing, and drove screaming inte the nearest compound with her 
father’s body in her lap. The rebels, laaving sscked the station, rushed oll, 
and three days afterwards lad crossed the river Ravee by a tord. 
they were attacked by Brigadier Nicho son with the fying column (52ud 
Light Lofantry, Gch Punjab Lufantey, and other troops), and driven back 
ucross the river with considerable loss of lite and the eapture of the camp 
and plunder. For want of cavalry they could not be followed up. 

The Indian papers contein further details of the dispersion of the Seal- 
kote mutineers. An account, dated 12h July, saves :— 

“Avont 9 aM, this morning, wformaton was received that the 
Watinecrs Were Crossi Prinmoy by a ford, In about ten nanutest 
was in motion, and renched within a mile of Trimmoo by twelve o'clock; the 
column here deployed, tue uine gans covered by the infantry. All this tine we 
could distiretly see the 46th formed in line in front of us, with the 9th Cavalry 
on either flank, They had also videttes for out-satebing, who fell buck as we 
advanced; when within 800 yards of the enemy our yaus were unmasked. Thus 
we advanced within 300 saras, when the order was viven to uulimber the guns, 

not to fire, as Nicholson wished to commence with the Eutield rifles of tne 
id, who were placed between the guns, [really am pot sure whether the ticst 
shot was fired by us or by them, [ rather think the latter, but there waa a very 
smart interchange between their muskets and our rifles tor twoor three minutes, 
when our guns opened first with round shot, then wich grape. Scarcely hud our 
guns opened when the cavalry charged, not from the front, but irom the right 
flank into the guns on that side, and caused no little confusion, but were cut or 
shot dowa, Then we hid a charge of cavalry on our flank and rear. Thece was 
a good deal of scrimmaging and pistolling. No sooner was this got over than 
the Pandys charged manfully at our guns, ond came, T suppose, within thirty or 
twenty-five yards. ‘The Kuropeans’could not etand this, but with a cheer tuey 
weutat them with the beyonst. Two or three Pandye had bayonets throug 
them in po time, ard the rest turned and fled. The 6th Punjab Litautry thea 
advanced aud drove them across the Ravee, seaving their camp and all their loot 
on the river bank on this side. They bad a gun on the other side, (rom which 
they began pounding us with round shot, and though not one told, yet the gun 
was, considering tue distance, mighty well served, por cau we imayine who they 
had to serve it. fwo or three of our guns were brought down to the river side, 
and plied them with round shot and shell, some of the latter evideotly burstiog 
amony tle enemy and taking effect. While the game at long bowls was goi 
ou, Nicholson went to have a look at their camp, at wiles the Sikls flew like 
vultures, Competent judges say that we killed and wounded from 200 to 300 
of the enemy, [ should wot have put their loss at go high 4 figure as the amaller. 
Over own is said to be under ten killed and twebty-five wounded, bur I do pet 
kvow certaiuly, Nicholson feit sadly the want of cavalry, aad the enewy made 
the must of this deficiency on our part. Their tactics were adwirable.” 
STATE OF CENTRAL INDIA, 

A few words as to Central Ladia. [ere the tugitives from Indore, and 
from two or three stations of the lae Gwalior Contiagent, have for the 
most part arrived in safety at [Loshungalad, south of the Neroudda, where 
the 28h Madras Native Infantry received and housed them. Their sufler- 
ings were terrble. Exposed, many of them delicate women aid childreu 
(one of the latter only three wecks old), first to intense heat, then to thirty- 
six hours’ incessant rain, wading rivers up to their shoulders, half starved, 
half-clothed—that they survived at all isa wiarvel. In the Saugor and 
Nerbudda territories the mutinies lave been less extensive than was believed. 
At Juboulpore the 52d Native Lofantry were still behaving well, At 
Saugor, the Slst, with the exception of a very few, remamed stiveh, aod 
uader their native officers, Te Kuropeans having been forced to fly to this 
fort, drove the 42d out of the station, capturing the'r colours. We may 
now hope that this part of the country will hold out till the columu from 
Nagpore, now ou its way thither, arrives, Holkar remains stanch. Mhow 
has probably been reached by the Bombay columa from Poonah, Neemuch 
is vecupied by a party of the 83d Queen’s from Nuaseerabad. 

At Bombay the Government was looking cut to get at the other end of 
a string of which one extremity was discovered. The mooloie or high 
priest of the Mussulmaus at Poonah has been arrested for treasonable corre- 
spondence with somebody at Belgaum, That somebody remains to be 
caught. he authorities are silen', but wary and vigilant. 

Iu the north of the Presidency, at Almwedabad, a few of the Guzerat 
horse, some seven, broke out one day in open mutiny and wounded au ofli- 
cer, but were shot or taken. Otherwise they had been quiet. The up. 
proach of the Mohurrum was causing a little anxiety, ‘Tae Bombay Fusi- 
Jeers had reached Lahore, seitiog {yee the Slst for service before Delln. 
Madras troops were going up to Calcutta, whence two steawers had been 
seut for them. Large levies of Sikhs were being made in the Punjab, 
and also in the Hansi and Hissar districts, now quite tranquillised by 
General von Cortlandt Barmah was ail safe, heveng no Bengal troops 
in it bat six companies of the 25th, if i deed they ‘sad not already leit for 
Caleutta,

His name vould do fora villain ot the Biaekbveard cinss, but in 
form and feature he was the hero ef a sentimental novel ; as les oud in the dock, 
bravely battling tor his life, it’ seemed imporsible (iat that handsome boy could 
be the pirate whose name had been for tsree years counccied with the boldest 
and bloodicst acts of piracy. [t wasa face of feminine berdy. Not 4 down wpon 
the upper lip, lirge lustrous eyes, a mouth the smile of wich might woo voy 
maiden, wfllnent biack hair not carelessly parted, hands so sna Jand so delestely 
white that they would create a sensation in Belgravia—such was the Hong Keng 
pirate, Eli Boggs. He spoke fortwo hours in his dete.ce, and he spoke well— 
without a tremor, without mm appeal for meres, but trying to prove that lis 
prosecution was the result of a conspiracy wherein a Ch bumboat proprietor 
and a sub-official of the colony (both of whom he charged as being in lengue will 
ail the pirates on the coast) were the chief conspirators, The delence was of 
course false. It had been proved that he had bowrded a junk and destroyed by 
cannon, pistol, and sword filteen men; and that havi reed all the rest over- 
board he had fired at one of the victims, who had clutched # rope aod held on 
astern. No witness, however, could prove that he saw a man die from it blow or 
a shot struck or fired by the pirate. The jury, moved by his youth and courage, 
and straining lard their consciences, acquitted him of the murder, but found hin 
guilty of piracy, He was sentence: to ve transported for lite.

Every resident, be he married or single, has his “major domo,” his “ compra- 
dor,” a long-tailed sieck Chinaman, who is his general ageat, keeps bis money, 
pays his bills, does all his marketing, hires his ssrvauts and stands security for 
their honesty, and of course cheats him unmercitully, The advantage, is that he 
does not alow anyone else to cheat him. My friend thus iutroduced we to his 
com srador -— 

“You see gentleman,—you tawkee one piecey coo! 
pigeon, you savey, no number one toolomyou make 
make him house piyeon.” 

This was said with great rapidity, and im my innocence 1 believed that my 
friend was speaking Chinese fluently. He was ouly talking “Canton Ey giiel.” 
‘Translated into the vernacular it would stand— 

“You see this gentieman,—you must engige for him a coolie and a boy—pooy'e 
who understand their business, you know, not stumd felows; you wall bring 
them to him, and then manaze to yet him a lodging and furmish it” 

‘Lo whom the polite comprador, liniter atterens caudam, replird 

“Hab got. 1 catchee one piecey coolie, cstchee one preeey boy House 
pigeon number one dearo, no hab got. S.ger man hab catehee house pigeon.” 

“ Must got.” 

“ Heuigt.” 

The basia of this “Canton English "—which is a tongue and a literature, for 
there are dictionaries aud grammars to elucidate it, consists of turning the “r”” 
into the “1,” adding final vowels to every word, and a 
for “know,” © talkee” for “speak,” © piecey” for “piece,” “number one” for 
“first class,” but especially and above ail the continual employment of the word 
“pigeon.” Pigeon means business in the most extended sense of the word. 
“Heaven pigeon hab got,’ means that church service has commenced; “ Jos 
pigeon” means the Buddiist ceremonial; “ Any pigeon Canton!” means * Have 
any operations taken place at Canton?” “That no boy pigeon, that coolie 

igeon,” is the form of your servaut’s remonstrance if you asx Lim to fill your 
bath or take aletter. It also means profit, advantage, or speculation, “tin 
Wang too much foolo, him no savey, ¥ely good pigeow hab got,” wes the com- 
mentary of the Chinese pilot upon the Fatshan Creck business. Uutil you ean 
not only speak this language fluently, but also, which is far more difficult, under- 
stand it when spoken rapidly in a low monotouous voice, all communication with 
your servants is impossible. The second morning alter | hed been installed in 
my dwelling, my new “ boy,” Ah Lin, who sleeps on a mat outside my door, and 
whom I suspect to live principally upon successful rat huots, for he knocks down 
about three per diem with a bamboo pole as they run about the room— his Ab 
Lin, drawing up my mosquito curtains, presenting me wit the six o'clock cup 
of ten, and staring at me with his little round eyes, gravely remarked, * Missa 
Smith one emall piecey cow child hab got.” It was a long time before 1 com. 
prehended that, it being purt of a“ boy's” duty to inform lis master of the 
social events of the colony, he wished to give me to understand that Mrs. Smith 
had presented her husband with a daughter.

Riots at GrorcETowN, Britisn GUIAN«.—\n outrageous atiack made by 
a rabble of women and boys onthe Governor and Mrs. Wodehouse, as they were 
proceeding from the public buildings to the Market Stelling, to embark tor 
England, has created great excitement at Georgetowy. Mrs. Wodehouse was 
struck on the forehead with a stone ; the Bishop and the Chief Justice, who ae- 
companied the Governor and his sacs, received several blows, as did some other 
gentlemen, The police charged tie wo! and kept them back, but they took vone 
into custody; and although there were several detectives among the crosd in 
plain clothes, they made no arrests. The most singular fact is (mat the police 
were ignorant of the fact that the rabble had assembled for the purpose of in- 
sulting the Governor on his departure; avd that the watchword current amony 
them for several days before was,“ Are you going to the funeral?” “ Where?” 
“ Acthe Stelling, on Saturday alternoon, at four o’c.ock.” In pressing through the 
market also several missiies were thrown at his Excellency. Ove fellow was 
struck down on the spot by Sir W. Holmes, and another, named Welch, aman 
possessed of some property, and the owner of a number of punts, Was recovnised. 
He has since absconded. When the Governor and his lady had entereu the boat 
some wretches in the slaughter-heuse threw offal and other offensive matter at 
the boat, and some women on the Stelling threw stones. As the boats proceeded 
to the steamer some African savages, who were out in the stream in batteaux, 
vented their impotent malice by throwing water with their paddles towards the 
boat. His Excellency and Mrs. Wodetouse having got on board, the steamer 
departed on her voyage. The guns of the fort saiuted the Governor as the 
steamer passed. 

Tue Loss or tHe TRANSIT —The Transit was lost in the Straits of Banca, 
by striking upon a rock, or coral reef. distant four miles from the shore, She 
went down in less than two hours. The head of the vessel rested on the rock, 
just above water, but at the stern there were eleven fathoms, and at one cide ol the 
vessel so much as seventeen fathoms. The troops on poard snd crew were 
saved, as also part of the military armament. On reaching the shore tents were 

laced for the accommodation of the people, who succeeded in reacting the 
Tound of Banca in the ship’s boats. Lieutenant Downes took the intelligence to 
Singapore, and her Majesty’s steamer Actwon, the tender Dove, and the char- 
tered American ship Beaver, were at once despatched to the assistance of the 
Transit, with provisions for 1,000 men for fitteen days. No information bas been 
received as to whether the ship was irrecoverably lost or otherwise. An oilicial 
account says that the voyage of the Transit from England was one of the most 
rapid on record. 

Revo.ution 1N SAN Dominco.—A revolution has broken out on several 
points of the re ublic of San Domingo. The privince of Seybo gave the first 
signal, and on the 7th of July proclaimed itself independent of the capital. on 
the next day the province of Santiago followed 116 ex ple, and on the 10th the 
town of Puerto Placa jomed the movement, The rising 1 aseribed to the in- 
dignation caused on the discovery of a scheme of President Baez to eifeeva grand 
and profitable operation in the new tobacco, by means of an illegitimate issue 
of paper money.

Similar disasters are not nncommon in Spain and Portugal, where this 
snort isa! home. In beth these countries the fights open by a grand dis- 
play on horseback, When the court is present, an equery of the royal 
liouselhold acts as cavalliero, and then the bes horses of the royal stables 
are inattendance. Mounted apon one of them the equery performs the steps 
and evolutions ofthe old Spanish horsemanship, at the same time saluting the 
court and the peble, The bull then bounds forth, and is received by the 
knight, when the more daring of the attendant flag bearers begin to annoy 
him with their goads and gaudy capes. Sorge of the mantle bearers dis- 
play great di xterity, but are generally awkward and timid. 

Tn Portugal, when the bull lacks bravery, or is greatly fatigued, gallegos 
(peasants from the province of Gallicia, Spain) are sent against it, who 
render a service similar to that of the dogs which the Spanish people 
climonr for when the bull appears to be too tame. These gallegos take pert 
in all the Portuguese bull fights. They make their appearance in round 
hats ard quilted hides, and carry long two-pronged forks. 
bull evinces cowardice or exhaustion, the gallegos rush on him with tl 
forks. ‘The most courageous places himself in tront of the ani i 
the moment when, with lowered head and closed eye, he is ruaning at him, 
to leap between his horns. The rest then throw themselves upon the 
| brute, securing him by the legs, horns, and tail, until the poor beast, who 
sometimes draws a dozen of them three or four times rowd the ring, is 
compelled to stop. ‘Tins process affords great delizht to the spectators, 
espeeally if anybody happens to be hurt. As for the poor, subdued bull, 
he is led ont of the ring, his wounds are dressed, and he is reserved fora 
future occasion, 

At the close of these refined exhibitions we have another display of 
horsemanship and horse-daneing, when rivas resound from all sides, and 
money, flowers, and sometimes jewels, are showered upon the heroes of the 
ring who have most distinguished themselves,

LANDING-PLACE AT CAWNPORE. 

Tre illustration on the next page represents a ghaut, or landing-place, 
on the banks of the Ganges at Cawnpore, the scene of Nena Sahib’s recent 
atrocious massacre It is from a sketch taken some time since by au 
officer of the Indian army ; and it is just possible that it represents the 
very place where the unforiunate victims of Nena Sahib’s treachery em- 
barked in fancied security on their voyage to Allahabad, Should this turn 
ont 10 be the case, none of the subjects which we have engraved connected 
with the revolt will possess a more melancholy mterest. 

Cawnpore is 4 place of great extent, and indeed is one of the largest 
cantonments in the rural distriets,—the scattered bungalows of the civil 
and military residents extending lor five miles along the western bank of the 
Ganges, which is high and steep. The European houses are most of them 
large and roomy, standing in extensive compounds, and built one storey 
high with sloping roofs, first thatched, wand then covered with tiles, a rcot 
which is found better than any other to excinde the heat of the sun, and 
to possess a freedom from the many accidents to which a mere thatched 
roof is liable, The town is shaded with neem trees of great size, and 
the bungalows used to be surrounded by elegant and well kept gardens, 
redolent with the delicious odour of violets in bloom. Close beside tle 
beds of this humble Saxon flower might be seen the scarlet buds of 
the Syrian pomegranate, or the tattered plames of the tropical banana. 
The residences are large, but their enormous roo/s of thatch contrast oddly 
with verandahs supported with Ionic pillars. The church is a large Gothic 
edifice. 


£N ESCAPE FROM ALLAHABAD. 

Wuthe we keep our wrath warm by recounting the fearful atrocities in- 
flicted upon our kinsfolk in India, it is ony fair to remember that in several 
instances the revolted sepoys have betrayed some remnant of loyalty and 
humanity. We have an example of this Kind in the following letter from 
an officer at Allahabad. The letter is alvo interesting, as showing the 
state of things at Cawnpore before the capitulation :— 

“On Friday morning, the 5:h of June, we heard that the matineers from 
Benares were coming down upon us, A lieutensnt, two ensigns, and 100 
| sepoys were instantly ordered down to a bridge of boats to defend it, as 
that was the only place they could come across. By luck I was one of 
| the ensigns ordered. We got down all right. ‘wo 9 pounders were brought 


| down from the Fort onder the command of Captain Harewood, whom 
you know, and all went well till nine o'clock. On Saturday night an 
order came to take the gunsaway. ‘The men then mutinied. Seventy of them 
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eized the guns, but the other thirty remained with us. When the seventy ) 
miitineers got about fifty yards from us they fired a volley. One of the balls 
grazed my back, making a mere scratch, but a rather painful one. The thirty | 
men then gave in, made us prisoners, avd took us up to the cantonments, | 
where we saw several oflicers killed. They then took us to the magistrate’s 
house, where some of them wanted to kill us, and others to save us. Seve- | 
ral of the men levelled their muskets at us, but the others knocked them | 
up with their hands, and they went off in the air. At last we made a clean 
bolt for it, and got away. As we were running, we heard the noise of | 
horses ; so we lay down in a diteh for shelter. The horsemen, however, 
proved to be two ensigns, Scott and Bailiff. We hallooed to them, but they

ov. Directly they passed us, a few shots were’fired, and we heard Seott 
and Bailiff scream. We then thought it high time to be gone, and got a 
buggy (a iarge sort of gig), drove to the Ganges, took off our clothes, and 
swam across. Just as we reached tie middle of the river, Lieutenant 
Hicks was seized with the cramp, and I let go all my things to save him ; 
Pearson, the other ensign, floated on his back, while I pushed him along 
by his feet: so I was tired when we got to the other side. When we did 
get over, we stopped, and had a good breath, and looked about us. We 
then started for tne Juamma—got opposite the fort—and got in about four 
the next morning. We were running as hard as we could from nine till four, 
except when we were in the buggy, which was for about a quarter of an hour. 
We calenlated that we went about thirty miles. We have had seventeen 


officers killed here, ten of them ensigns 16 and 17 years old. A few day 
after 1 went up in a steamer with Captain Harewood, to burn village 

We took a 12lb, howitzer with us, and killed an awful lot of people. ‘lhe 
eountry is getting quiet here, but them every native is shot down like adoy. | 
landed with a dozen men to bring in some bullucks, when we were attacked 
by forty men, when a bullet struck within a yard of me. On the 2nd 
of July I joined a volunteer cavalry corps. We used to go out every 
morning about two, get all the property out of a village, take all the 
suspicious-looking people, and then burn the village. We are 

with 2,000 men to Cawnpore, where tiiey are awfully hard up for pro- 
visions. Ten rupees, or £1, is given for a chicken or a loaf of bread, for 
which in time of peace you would pay Id.”

Tur over-population caused by the restraints hitherto laid on emigration 
from “ the (lowery land,” subjects the inhabitants.to many straits in their 
endeavours to find roon The guests assemiled at the entertainment given 
by the Viear of Wakefield, in honour of Squire Thornhill, were not more 
severely put to it in that respect, The steep hill-sides have hanging gardens— 
literally hasnt gardens, not a mere sloping bank, but an almost straight 
hill-side—ot so acute an angle that the cultivator is compelled to sustain 
himself during his horticultural pursuits by means of a rope fastened round 
his waist. But even with these ingenious contrivances ferra firma is un- 
able to support the heavy burden cast on it, and the more unstable element 
is called upon to contribute its quota tow ards the general convenience ; there- 
fore there is within the Chinese territories the water population as well as the 
land. ‘These can scarcely be styled amphibious, because they seldom or 
never visit the neighbouring country; in fact, they live altogether in what 
may be called a complete province of boats, and actually get their living 
out of the waters, the surface of which they inhabit. | 

Thus one family will have a boat fitted up for the accommodation of 
ducks, which they rear in great numbers for the dealers who come along- 
side from time to time from off shore to purchase ; these ducks when they 
become refractory are re-captured in an ingenious manner: a man puts a 
hollow gourd on his head (‘he ducks, by the way, delight in guurds), and 
swims or wades until the refractory duck becomes attracted ; he then quietly | 
slips his hand underneath, avd draws him down by the legs, Then | 
others live by fishing, and there is no species of artifice by which a fiuny na- | 
tive of the deep can be enticed, which is not successfully practised by them. 
At all times and seasons, and in all modes and fashions, 1s the Waltonian art 
pursued ; there is “fishing by day and fishing by night, fishing by moon- 
ight, by torchlight, and in utter darkness; fishing in boats of all sizes, 
fishing by those who are stationary on the rock by the seaside, and by those | 
who are absent for weeks in the wildest of seas, fishing by cormorants, 
fishing by divers, fishing with lines, with baskets, and hy every imaginable 
decoy and device.” We Europeans, with all our ideas of gastronomy, do 
not know how to manage our fish, when we have caught them; we have 
lead, slate, marble, &e., but the Chinese fishmonger comes off shore, and 
when he buys his fish he places it alive in water, so that it may be put 
into the fish-kettle almost xlive—in fact, a Chinese cook would throw 
out dead fish, as we would fish that had become rather too phos- 
phoric, These and hundreds of trades are carried on altogether on 
the river; and in order to accommodate the river population, and prevent | 
the necessity of their going on shore, where, besides the inconvenience at- | 
tending a proceeding of that sort, they are rather looked down upon by the 
land-living folk, shops or stores are established, also in boats, where every- 
thing, even to articles of luxury, may be procured, Nor is this all; the | 
river Chinaman will have his arusements, and these are duly provided for 
him. ‘There 2re the sing-song boats, where John Chinaman enjoys ex- 
ecrable music and cold tea with as much gusto as the Londoner enjoys 
his Doctor Johnson or his Canterbury Hall 

To attempt adequately to describe the innumerable varieties of boats to 
be found in Chinese wat rs would be to undertake an almost endless task. 
Some are huge and cumbrous, and are employed as magazines for salt or 
rice; others are of more moderate dimensions, and are used by flower- 
sellers, market gardeners, and migratory tradespeople. ‘There are enor- 
mous junks by means of which entire favilies, with all their domestic ac- 
commodations, are conveyed from one place to another; and some which 
carry the more valuable cargoes from the warehouses to the ships of the 
barbarians which wait in the ports. Some craft are moored, aud 
their proprietors work on shore as servants or labourers ; others are con- 
stantly flying to and fro, carrying goods and passengers,

THE NEW PEERS. 

Tue Lords have room for some more Lords, and Palmerston wants 
strengthening in that quarter. Hence the new Peers, about whom a 
Britigh public feels a natural curiosity. 

Of the names already known to be destined to nobility, that of 
Macaulay will be most talked about. Politically, it is a Whig peer- 
age—for he is a Whig, a whole Whig, and nothing but a Whig. His 
history is written in that interest eo entirely, that it can ecarecly be 
read without occasional impatience by people of any other persna- 
sion. Nevertheless, his parts are so brilliant, his attaiuments so 
great, his influence so wide, that there is a nationality in the promo- 
tion too, Nay, considering in what a regular manner our mi//ionaires 
walk into the Upper House, it is refreshing and cheering to sce a man 
of geuius there. It wiil rank with the Brougham peerage—with 
that which Borke declined (if it be not a bull to say 90); and, as being 
a prize won by the nobler qualities, belongs in a certain sense to the 
class of titles won by the Nelsons and Collingwoods, the Har- 
dinges and Gaughs. For the peers of England ought to be the flower 
of England, culled from every variety of eminence—civil, social, 
military. The difficuliy has nenally been a pecuniary one in the 
matter of new peerages. But Macaulay is elderly, and unmarried— 
he is not likely to leave that melancholy representative behind him, a 

r peer; so Palmerston cao do a little bit of popular honour to a 
distinguished maa without shocking the sensibility of a commercial 
country. 

Next to this one in general public interest is the new peerage of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, who becomes Duke of Kerry, The 
creation of a dukedom is’ an event in this line. The last creations 
were those of Sutherland and Cleveland, in 1833, when the Incky 
Gowers reached the highest point of that eminence begun by Lord 
Gower the “ Renegado,” in 1746; and the Vanes—spruug from the 
famous Sir Harry—attained the same position. Lord Lausdowne’s is 
a most orthodox elevation. He represents a branch of the Fitz- 
geralds. He is a son of the famous Lord Shelburne—unquestionably 
one of the greatest men of the last age—and has himself played a 
leading part in high politics. Besides, our breed of dukes wants im-

Hour Derexces.—The despatch of troops to India has lowered our home 
establishment of infantry of the line to fourteen battalions instead of 40 the proper 
proportion for the United Kingdom. It has therefore been determined to make @ 
considerable addition to the army immediate.y, which wili consist, at the least, 
of twenty new battalions of infantry. 

TrLeGRAPHIC (OMMUNISATION WitH INDIA, —The East India Company 
have consented to the terms demanded by the Company for the formation of a 
telegraph to India by the Red Sea route; they agree to pay £20,000 4 year, 
dating trom the receipt of the first messege, towards defraying the expenses of 
the Company, until the annual profits amount to 6 per cent, ‘The consent of the 
East India Company is however made subject to tue concurrence of the Go- 
vernment. 

‘Lyne New ComMANDER AT DeLit.—Major-General Thomas Reed, C.B., who 
was appointed to the command of the troops before Delhi on the death of General 
Barnard, has seen much service. He entered the army in 1513, and was pre- 
sent at the Battle of Waterloo, Since he has commanded a division of the 
Bengal army he bas participated in several important engagements. In 1846 
Major-General Reed commanded a brigade of the army of the Sutlej, and was 
wounded and had a horse killed under him at the battle of Ferozesliah. A medal 
was conferred upon him for his bravery upon this occasion. 

Destruction oF A CaARAVAN.—Letters from Syria report the total destruc. 
tion in the Desert of a caravan. It consisted of 500 persons and 1,000 camels 
Jaden with merchandise, and started from Damascus on the 29th of June. By 
some mismanagement it lost ts way. ‘The entire caravan perished, with the ex- 
ception of some twenty persons, who were rescued by wandering Arabs. The 
merchandise Was naturally considered a lawful prize by the latter, but the Go- 
vernor of Damascus has sent in aclaim in the name of the heirs, This, how- 
ever, is a subtlety of the law which the Arabs do not recognise. 

Tuomas Furr Bacon. — Government has decided that Thomas Fuller 
Bacon, convicted at the last Assizes of administering arsenic with intent to mur- 
der his mother, Ann Bacon, shall be kept in peval servitude for the term of his 
natural life. 

Frarren Acctpent—A detachment of the Royal Horse Guards were going 
off guard from the Horse Guards ou Monday, and proceeding through the Park, 
when Lieutenant Firmer’s horse took (right, ran a short distance down Covstitu- 
tion Hill, came in contact with the Green Park rails, throwing the rider, who 
was impaled on the spikes. He was at least three minutes in that painful posi- 
tion before he could be extricated, 

Love unto Deatu.—After a recent steamboat collision on one of the Ameri- 
can lakes, a woman, holding an infant io her arms, was seen struggling in the 
water. A rope was thrown to her, which she could have easily clutched and so 
saved her life, by releasing her hold of her infant. This she was urged to do. 
She saw the rope, felt it within her reach; but her mother’s heart triu nphed 
over the instinct of self-preservation. She would not relinquish the child, but 
pressing it closer to her breast, they sank together. 

Toe Garat Nortnenn RAiLway Axp THE ReppatH FRAvDs.—The pre- 
ference shareholders of the Great Northern Railway have made a successful ap- 

eal to Chancery against any of the losses caused by Redpath falling upon them, 
An act has been passed appropriating the net revenue of the company for the 
half-year ending December last to the extinetion of stock fraudulently created 
by Redpath. The directors and the ordinary shareholders proposed that the 

reference shareholders should lose their divide:d for the six months, contend- 
ing that they hind no claim on the future profits of the railway for that half-year’s 
dividend. A clause was inserted in the bill in the House of Lords which would 
have prevented the preference sharcholders frem claiming arrears, but the Com- 
mons struck it out. On Friday, the 20th of August, an application was made by 
certain preference shareholders to Vice-Chancellor Sir W. P. Wood for an in- 
janetion restraining the company from prying dividends to ordiiary shareholders 
till the arrears on preference shares ate paid. The arguments of counsel on 
both sides extended to Monday, when the Vice-Chancellor pronounced judgment, 
He considered that the case of the preference shareholders had been made out, 
that they have a right to be paid all their dividends before any money is dis- 
tributed to other sharebolders. He therefore decreed a perpetual injunction 
restraining the company from paying any dividends till they have satisfied the 
claims of the preference shareholders from the 30th of June, 1866. The company 
was also to pay the plaintiffs’ costs. An appeal is to be made from the decision

The two Universities of ‘:xford and Cambridge have been most liberal 
in their contributions to this department of the Art-Treasures; and the 
splendour of the gold plate sent from our ancient seats of learning argues 
well for the liberal tenure of the college butteries of the days of yore;

PARTRIDGE SHOOTING. 


As though to make up for the deficiency of grouse, partridges, we hear, 


old gentleman, in Warwickshire, has written up to the sporting papers, 
chronicling the fact that the other day he counted no less than eighteen 
| partridges sitting abreast on a rail, Nearly all the corn is gathered in 
the southern counties, and a good part is housed in the north, so that har- 
vest avocations will not interfere to any extent with the sportsman’s enjoy- 
ment. It is no use commencing work with standing corn around you, for 
this only harbours the birds. Our advice is the advice which the author 
of the “ Manual of British Sports” emphatically impresses on his readers. 
| * Wait,” he says, “till all your corn is cut, and then begin throwing off some 
fine morving, as soon as fhe dew ts off. First, beat for birds in the stubbles, 
taking eare to have very steady dogs, and to give them the wind, As soon 
as a covey is found, endeavour to drive them up, by walking to them from a 
quarter at right angles with your dog’s point, so that they shall not go straight 
away fvom you, but pass you, if possible, and give you a chance to fire both 
barrels, which you will do, if possible, at the /wo first birds which get up, 
they being generally the old ones; then, either yourself, or py your marker, 
mark down the remaining birds, and proceed at once to huot for them 
| wherever they may be, if not more than half a mile distant, which is not 
likely so carly in the season. If they have dropped in turnips, take up one 
of your dogs, unless both are very steady, and proceed to beat for them 
carefully. When found, they wiil often get up singly, but if not, then pro- 
ceed as in the stubbles, and mark again; the third time they are almost 
sure to be scattered, and you may then secure all the remaining birds if you 
have good luck and a good steady dog. When this first covey is disposed 
of, but not till then,’proceed to search for another; and as the day wears on, 
try for them on the fallows if dry, or in the turnips, where they collect in 
the middle of the day, even if not driven there on purpose; or you may 
often find them in the grass which is generally left by the side of a brook, 
especially if search is made, in the middle of a hot September day. Here 
they are almost always scattered, and they require a good-nosed dog to 
make them out, and they lie very close.” 

While we are ona sporting subject we may note that the complaints, 
with regard to the great scarcity of grouse, of which we have already 
spoken, are not altogether well founded ; for instance, we find that on the 
Strathmore moors Mr. Simpson has bagged upwards of 200 brace ; and 
that Mr.Chandless and Mr. Dawson have brought down from 129 to 150 brace 
each. Onthe Crown moors, Mr. Forsyth and friend bagged upwards of 


| 150 brace in five days’ shooting ; Captain Hartley and friend, at Brawl | 


| Castle, shot 128 brace ; and Colonel Whitelock and frieud, on the Clyth 
moors, bagged 130 brace. 

At Ury the ladies have been trying their hands, and Mrs. Baird of Cam- 
busdoon and party bagged, in some four days’ sport, fifty brace of grouse, 
on Auchmedden. The birds were generally strong on the wing, and very 
| wild. 

The foresta are turning out better than was anticipated; for deer are 
numerous and in splendid condition. The Duke of Leeds killed a very good 
stag in Coulan forest—a pretty head of eleven points, and so large and 
| heavy that the pony declined to carry it, and after a short distance, lay 
down. Lord Lovat and the Master of Lovat have stalked some half-a- 
dozen good stags in Glen Strathfarrar ; one of which, killed by the Master 
of Lovat, was a very superior animal. 

With regard to salmon fishing, the rivers have fallen with rapidity 
during the last fortnight, and there has been little successful angling during 
that period.

COCKLES 


PENCLAWDD AND ITS COCKLE-GATHERERS. 
In the seignory of Gower, eight miles from Swansea, and on the 
| Loughor river, stands the little village of Penclawdd, chiefly inhabited by 
| a small colony of women, children, and donkeys, whose daily occupation is 
the gathering and preparing for market of those delicate little shell-fish 
called cockles. 

These shell-fish are found in seemingly exhaustless numbers on the ex- 
tensive sands at the moath of Carmarthen bay, about three miles distance 
| from the village. On these flats at low water congregate some hundreds of 
| the cockle girls, who, with « bit of rusty hoop or small hoe, scrape up from 
| the sand the very finest eockles, deposit them in sacks and baskets, and 
| convey them to the village, where, as shown in the illustration, they are 
| hoiled on a rude fireplace built of tarf and stones, then sifted from the 
shells over a table, and afterwards well washed at a spring to cleanse them 
from the sand. In this state they are carried to market, in pails and bas- 
kets on the heads and arms of these sturdy daughters of Cambria, who 
frugally abstain from the use of shoes and stockings till near their jour- 
ney’s end, washing their feet in some convenient stream, and then com- 
ape their attire, which on market days is of the:r very best. The don- 

eys are employed to carry those cockles which are offered for sale in their 
native state. 

These cockle girls are the most picturesque figures that are met with 
in this part of the principality.
